ONDON, June 12.—Herbert Vivian, 
| the well-known traveler and au- 
~/ thor of a book on Servia, writes: 

“I decline to believe this crime has the 
countenance of the Servian nation. I] 
have conversed with all classes and know 
absolutely that the only malcontents were 
a few ladies who were jealous. of Queen 
Draga because they thought themselves 
more suitable to share the throne, a few 
officers who thought themselves entitled 
to more speedy promotion, and a few 
professional politicians who coveted of- 
fice. 

“When I last had the honor of an audi- 
ence of the king he talked to me of the 
bad geographical position of the capital. 
He said no other country had,a capital 
on its frontier. A scribe need only cross 
it and he could telegraph any lies he 
liked, while the Servian officials had to 
wait until they were published before 


| they could refute them. I gathered that 
the king contemplated making Nish the 
capital, It was his and Queen Draga’s 
favorite resort, as it was King Milan's. 
Queen Draga’s unfailing good humor, wit, 
beauty and charm conquered all hearts. 
“The devotion of King Alexander to 
Queen Draga was pathetic and inspiring. 
Even after years of married life, when 
the foreign press was representing them 
as slapping each other's faces, they never 
seemed happy half an hour apart. ‘The 
Servians have Oriental ideas of the sub- 
jection of woman. In country houses I 
have vainly protested when the hostess 
stood and acted as waitress while the men 
folk took their ease. The Servians were 


accordingly shocked when the queen was 
treated like a lady and they complained 
that when the king drove out in Belgrade 
he would gaze at her and hold her hand, 
instead of taking off his hat with regal 
regularity.”’ 
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PETER, NEW SERVIAN KING, 
SOMEWHAT OF SCAPEGRACE 


ENEVA, June 12.—The new king of 
(:; Servia, Peter, received his early ed- 

ucation in Belgrade, during the 
reign of his father, being 13 years old 
when the famiy was expelled from Ser- 
vian soil. Later he went to school in 
Pesth and Temesvar, and besides repeat- 
ed visits to Russia, spent several years 
at the small court of Prince Nicholas of 
Montenegro, at Cettinje. While there he 
became the suitor of the latter's daughter, 
princess Zorka, and married her in 1883. 
She died seven years later. This mar- 
riage resultad in three children, a daugh- 
ter of 18 and two sons, aged respectively 
lo and 13. Since 1891 Prince Peter has 
been residing in Geneva. 

Because of his dissipated. spendthrift 
habits Prince Peter quarrelled with his 
father in law of Montenegro and also 
lost the good graces of Alexander III of 
Russia, from whom he received large gifts 
of money on several occasions. Since the 
accession of the present czar, however, 
there has becn a sort of reconciliation 
with St. Petersburg and the finances of 
Prince Peter were put and kept on a 
sound basis, but he has been notoriously 
poor. It is said that the Emperor Fran- 
cls Joseph of Austria assisted materially 
in this finamelal rehabilitation. Since 1891 
Prince Peter, never wealthy, has never- 
théless been living in modest comfort at 
Geneva. 

His younger brother. Arsenius. served 
for a number of years as an officer in 
the Russian gwards and married, since his 
retirement, Princess Demidoff di San De- 
fato, a very wealthy Russian lady, with 
whom he is living in Paris. 

A special dispatch from Zurich says 
Prince Peter Karageorgeévitch studied at 
the university there for eight years. He 
is described as a zealous socialist and as 
being the companion now of the German 
Socialist leaders, Von Wolmar, Fisher and 
Tausky. The prince at Zufich was call- 
ed “Red Peter.” or “The Red Prince.” 

Peter Denies Complicity. 
Prince Peter Karageorgeovitch, the new- 


terview today in which he repeated his 
diselaimor of any complicity, direct or 
indirect, in the assassination of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga. He express- 
ed his detestation of the crime. and gave 
a brief outline of his political tendencies. 

Replying to a series of direct questions, 
Prince Peter said: ¢ 

“It is true my partisans have a com- 
piete organization in Servia, with which |! 
am in frequent communication. I knew 
from other sources that the discontent 
of the Servian people had reached’ its 
height, but I could not possibly have fore- 
seen the events of the other night. IT in 
no way contributed to their preparation 
and I took no part, direct or indirect, in 
them. On the contrary, their perpetra- 
tion surprised me. 

“Several papers have a tendency to im- 
plicate me in acts which were not mine. 
An attempt has been made to embroil 
me in the Alavantics affair, when I had 
absolutely nothing to do with it.” 

(Alavantics, an alleged relative of Prince 
Peter Karageorgeovitch, tried to start a 
revolt in Servia March 5, 1902, but was 
killed in the attempt.) 

“I was informed of the royal tragedy en- 
acted at Belgrade by a telegram received 


from a cousin of mine in Vienna, the fol- 
lowing morning. Later a Montenegrin 
friend confirmed the news, which till then 
I had regarded as unofficial. 


He Deplores the Murder. 


“T have received numerous messages 
of congratulation, but that is all. I calm- 
ly await the trend of events. So long 


as no formal proposals reach me I have 
no reason to leave Geneva and I will re- 
main here. No one, has yet asked me to 
return to Servia. No one has yet offered 
me the crown. I am even without news 
of. the members of my family who reside 
in Belgrade. My opinion of the execu- 
tions of the king and queen of Servia is 
this: I deeply regret that it has been 
thought necessary to shed streams of 
blood. I formally disapprove of the vio- 
lent measures and‘I especially deplore 
that the army has had recourse to such 
measures, and an army which has nobler 
tasks to accomplish than assassination. 
{t would have sufficed to force King Al- 
exander to sign his abdication. He 
could have been bound as has been done 
in other circumstances. It.is a horrible 
thing to shed blood. ' 

“You ask what will be my attitude 
when IT am in possession of the crown. 
We will assume that I am called to the 
throne; I shall not fail to take inppira- 
tion from. the admirable institutions of 
Switzerland. which I have learned to.ap- 
preciate highly. I am im favor of absa- 
lute. liberty of the press. I hope to see 
Servia prosper under the constitution of 
1991, which is lNberal. 

“Regarding foreign relations, it has 
been alleged that I am systematically 
hostile to Austria. That is false. Maybe 
I am in sympathy with Russia, to which 
country I sent my son in the hope that he 
would take service there.”’

Queen Natalie Prostrated. 

Paris, June 12.—Former Queen Natalie 
of Servia is so deeply affected by the mur- 
der of her son, King Alexander, that she 
is unable to leave the apartment at Ver- 
sailles of her sister, Princess Ghika, wife 
of the Roumanian minister. Intimate 
friends of the queen believe she will re- 
main completely isolated in Versailles 
till the Servia crisis is passed. The 
queen’s nephew said today that she is de- 
termined not to make any public state- 


ment.

What with tornadoes, floods and un- 
precedented temperatures, the elements 
have taken the matter of meteorological 
maladministration into their own hands 
along the general lines of the late Com- 


modore Vanderbilt's platform of “the 
public be d—d.” ' 
Voldest June on Record. 
Yesterday was the coldest June 12 in 


the records of Atlanta weather bureau, 
that stretch backward in the realms of 
time for more than twenty-five years. 
With a minimum temperature of 54 de- 
grees, a maximum of 67 degrees and a 
mean temperature of & degrees, it was 
first for coldness and comparatively 
speaking theré€ was no second. 

The lowest témperatwre for any pre- 
vious June 12 was 59 in 1887, and the next 
was 62, in 1892. 

And so far as the coldest weather re- 
corded in any day In June yesterday's fig- 
ures proceeded to crowd all previous rec- 
ords. There was a June 1, back in 1889, 
when the mecury sank to 39 and then 
jumped up the tube again the same day 
to 70, with a mean temperature, in more 
senses than one, of 54 degrees. Then there 
was another June 1, i io with a mini- 
mum of 46 and a mean temperature of 59. 
These two were the closest rivals of yes- 
terday’s records for all June weather for 
over twenty-five years. 

And still there are sOme people whe 
in the very face of the weather reports 
wonder at the inerease in crime. 

Really yesterday's weather -had very 
few charms for thé ordinary citizen and 
as for the poor Juné bride she went 
marching Hymen-ward with a filmy,

speaking, froze the tears of fond mothers 
and well-wishing friends. 


B:-.seball Fans Frozen. 

It was a sad day. 

Thousands of baseball fans all over the 
country started for baseball parks only 
to find the diamond gods blowing on 
their unmitted fingers with a postpone- 
ment of games on account of cold weatb- 
er, a state of affairs unpdaralelled at this 
time in June. 

If there is any comfort in the misery- 
company combination, Atlanta has it in 
the fact that the wind that blew cold 
at the corner of Peachtree and Marietta 
streets blew colder still at the corner of 
Monroe.and Dearborn streets in Chicago. 
It was in this lake region and along the 
Ohio valley that the lowest temperatures 
were registered and they were only a’ 
very few points lower than Atlanta; in 
fact,. the average temperatures in those 
vicinities were only 58 and 59 degrees. 

And while the mercury flirted with the 
bulb at the bottom of the thermometer 
the wind blew. Blew at a rate of 3 
miles that swept all Georgia from the 
shores uf Tybee to the Blue Ridge moun-’ 
tains of Dade county. 

The minimum of yesterday's tempera- 
ture of 54 Was reached at 5 o'clock in 
the morning and tiie 3-mile gait of 
Aeolus dusted the cornices of the At- 
lanta sKy scrapers at 1:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon. 

And late Jast night it wasn’t over, not 
by any means. It went whistling around 
the weather bureau in the fourteenth 
story of the Empire building with the 
whistling, shrieking tones of a full gale 
working its way through the rigging of 
a sailing ship at sea or the melodramatic 
moans that are the regulation cue for 
the villain to proceed upon the stage and

Judge Speer Introduced. 

It was shortly after 8 o'clock when 
Judge Speer and the gentlemen named 
came upon the stage. Colonel W. L. Cal- 
houn presided, and, following the music, 
spoke of the occasion and what had 
prompted it. He said the confederate vet- 
erans of the state had always met with 
a reasonable response in whatever calls 
they had made for aid, and that in re- 
turn they were always willing and giad 
to respond and help as they were able 
in any cause where they could give their 
assistance. He spoke of the terrible dis- 
aster that had befallen the people of 
Gainesville, and the desire of the vet- 
erans to add whatever they could in ald- 
ing the unfortunate sufferers of that 
calamity. 

Colonel Calhoun concluded by pr¢tsent- 
ing Hon. Clark Howell, who appropriate- 
ly introduced the orator of the evening. 
Mr. Howell referred to Judge Speer’s for- 
mer residence in Atlanta, and said though 
Atlantans delighted to view with pride 
the advancement of his distinguished 
Georgian, they nevertheless loved to re- 
vert to the old days when he was one 
among. them. . 

Judge Speer was given an ovation by 
the audience as he advanced to begin 
his address. He traced in a clear and 
concise manner the events of importance 
in the life of the south’s great hero, 
showing how in every action there was 
iltustrated his noble Christian character. 
The purity of his motives and the no- 
bility of his life and character were il, 
lustrated at every point.

SHARP REBUKE. 


Povers likely To Condemn 
Bloody Methods of Servians, 


It Is Stated, However, That Neither 
Austria Nor Russia Will Ob- 
ject to the Elevation of 
Prince Peter to the 
Throne. 


Paris, June 12.—It is stated authorita- 
tively that thus far there has been no 
exchange of communications between the 
powers concerning Prince Peter Kara- 
georgeovitch’s assumption of the throne 
of Sérvia, but the officials are beginning 
to seriously consider the delicate question 
of the recognition of the new sovereignty. 

It fs expected that the Servian author- 
Itles will convoke a meeting of the for- 
eign ministers at Belgrade and present 
the latter with definite evidence that the 
people accept the new government and 
that it has the ability to maintain order 
and guarantee the safety of foreigners. 
When the ministers advise their respect- 
-ve governments that such assurances 
have been received the various powers 
will determine whether recognition will 
be accorded. 

It is considered probable that the pow- 
ers will act together on the question of 
giving or withholding recognition. It 
is further stated that if the powers iIn- 
dividually or collectively protest against 
the bloody methods this is likely to occur 
in connection with the question of recog- 
nition of the new government. The lai- 
ter thus far has not addressed any com- 
munication to the powers, the latter re- 
ceiving all their information from their 
own ministers or from agents. 

No Complications Expected. 

Berlin, June 12.—The flag was half- 
masted over the Servian legation today. 
Most of the members of the diplomatic 
corps called to express condolence. For- 
eign Minister Von Richthohen assured 
the ambassadors and ministers who 
called at the foreign office on various 
business that Germany did not expect 
complications as a result of the changes 
in the Servian government 


Russia Shocked by Tragedy. 

St Petersburg, June i12—Thé@*tragedy at 
Belgrade yesterday caused an immense 
impression here The newspapérs express 
indignation and horror at the outrages, 
paraliels for which, they add, were only 
findable in ancient times At the same 
time papers consider that the interfer- 
ence of the powers in Servian internal 
affairs at present is not permissible, al- 
though developments might compel Rus- 
sia and Austria to take action. 

Indignation in Hungary. 

Budapest, June 12.—In the Hungarian 
diet today the premier, Kolomon de 
Szell, following other members of the 
diet who expressed horror at the oc- 
currences at Belgrade, said he would 
confine himself to an expression of the 
deep sorrow and indignation produced 
by the outrages, the consequences of 
which could not be at present foreseen. 
Russia and Austria Won’t Interfere. 

London, June 12.—The Servian minister 
here has received confirmation of the 
statement that neither Russia nor Aus- 
tria will interfere in the Servian choice 
of a sovereign. He anticipates that Prince 
Peter Karageorgeovitch will await at 
Geneva a summons from the skupshtina, 
a deputation from which will probably 
go to Geneva and escort the new king to 
Belgrade. 

Attitude of Servians. 

Vienna, June 12.—The telegrams from 
Belgrade differ as to the attitude of the 
Servian people. Some of them say that 
only the military element desires Prince 
Karageorgeovitch to be king, others say 
the Servians want Prince Mirko of Mon- 
t*hegro to rule over them, while many 
of the more intelligent sections of the 
population are in favor of establishing a 
republic.

@nd entered the dark ante room to the 
king's apartments. Here they found can- 
dies and lit them. This seemingly slight 
circumstance was decisive to the whole 
action. 

“Without light they couwld not have 
found the victims, who fied from their 
sleeping apartments through the corri- 
dors and numerous rooms, and might 
have escaped, but part of the officers, 
with burning candles and others with pis- 
tols, commenced to search for the king 
and queen. In breathless haste the eon- 
spirators ran through the rooms, opened 
wardrobes and looked behind curtains in 
vain. 

In the ante-room connecting with the 
corridor between the old and new ko- 
nak, the sergeant of the gendarmes was 
sleeping. Awakening he stepped before 
the revolutionists, who felled him. 

At last Queen Draga’s servant was 
found. He wounded Captain Dimitrevic 
severely, but was spared until he showed 
the officers where King Alexander and 
Queen Draga had secreted themselves. 
When he had told this he was ehot, 

Colonel Machin now joined the revolu- 
tionists and led them back to the sleep- 
ing apartment, where the king's adju- 
tant tried to hinder the search. He shot 
Lieutenant Naumovics dead. The others 
killed the adjutant. 

Royal Couple Is Undressed. 

After a search a smal! door leading into 
an alcove was discovered, but it was 
locked. It was broken in with an ax 
and here the royal couple were found in 
undress. The older officers first intended 
forcing the king to abdicate, but the 
young officers were in no mood to be 
held back and shot at the royal couple. 
Nobody knows in the excitement who 
shot first, but it is generally said that 
Lieutenant Kistics fired first. 

After the murder King Alexanders 
body was found covered with blood, 
That of Queen Draga was badly torn by 
bullets. The report that the bodies were 
thrown out of the window into the gar- 
den is untrue. The young. officers in 
tended to do so, but Colonel Machin pre- 
vented it, exclaiming ‘that would be bar- 
barous.’’ 

All the servants 


; 


of the royal couple 
fled when the first shots were heard, 
with the exception of Queen Draga's 
servant. who was found dead. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock all was over.. 
Colonel Machin issued from the gate of 
the konak, around which great crowds 
had collected, and made a speech, say- 
ing: 


of the Obrenovics and have got rid of 
the dishonorable woman who was the 
king’s evil spirit. Long live Servia.”’ 

The people responded, ‘“‘Long live the 
army.”’ « 

Almost simiiitaneously with the butch- 
ery in the palace the troops endeavored 
to arrest all relatives of the queen and 
those ministers whom the conspirators 
disliked. : 

Two brothets of the. queen,, Lieutenant 
Colonel Nikola and Nikoderm Lunjevics, 
were seized and escorted by a detach- 
ment of troops from their dwelling to 
the guard room of the divisional com- 
mander. They evidently did not expect 
their doom and were lighting cigarettes 
when they were shot dead by eight sol- 
diers. 

General Zinzar Marcovic, premier; Gen- 
etal Palovics, minister of war, and M. 
Todorovics, minister of the interior, were 
shot by the troops as they attempted to 
defend themselves from arrest. The pre- 
mier and the minister of war were kill- 
ed. while Minister Todorovics is just alive 
late tonight. 

Spat on the Corpses. - 

Shortly after midnight the bodies of 
the dead king and queen were carried 
to their last resting place. All. day long 
the victims lay in rough coffins exposed 
to the gaze of those who had killed 
them and to the privileged curious. 

‘There have been unpleasant evidences 
of the public resentment against the 
jate royal pair. Some persons even spat 
on the remains. 

Outside the palace a vast crowd await- 
ed the removal, not only of the corpses 
of the king and the queen, but of the 
bodies of all the other victims, which 
were simultaneously buried, being con- 
veyed in hearses to the Belgrade ceme- 
tery. In the streets there was a dread 
silence, and the onlookers were kept 
back by the troops. 

The burial gervice was brief. Two 
priests were present, but no -high eccle- 
siastical dignitaries. Inside the cemetery 
none was allowed except a strong force 
of gendarmes and a few officers. Not 
a single friend or relative of the deceased 
was present. The bodies of the royal 
pair were interred in a valut in. the 
cemetery chapel. Two wooden crosses 
alone denote the spot, marked ‘‘Alexander 
Obrenovics’ and “Draganja Obrenovics.”’ 
The other bodies lie outSide the cemie- 
tery in rough graves. 

Varying Accounts of Burial. 


As in everything else connected with 
the tragedy, accounts vary as to the in- 


terment. 
The official story is that King Alexander 


and Queen Draga were buried during the 
night in the family vault of the Oberno- 
vitchs in the chapel of the cemetery of 
the St. Mark. An interment was carried 
on with complete secrecy between half 
past 1 and. 3 o'clock this. morning... The 
strictest privacy was maintained in order 
to avoid hostile demonstrations. Two 
coffins were brought in by servants and 
| carried up to thé room ‘where the bodies 
of the late king and queen were lying.

The corpses were then put in the coffins 
and the latter were placed in a hearse, 
which was hurriedly driven to the old 
cemetery, where the other members of 
the Obernoyvitch family are interred. In 
addition to the attendants, only two 
priests were present at the funeral. The 
metropolitan of Belgrade was absent. The 
whole ceremony lasted only a few min- 
utes. The body of the late Premier Mark- 
ovitch will be buried with military 
honors. 

Another story current is that the bodies 
of King Alexander and Queen Drage 
were buried in a large pit dug in the vil- 
lage‘of Rakovica, and that, as a mark of 
ignominy, the bodies of their murdered 
relatives and those of the military killed 
were placed above them and then the 
common grave was filled with earth. 


Corpses Vilely Treated. 

Many horrible stories are afloat in re- 
gard to the tragedy, the most revolting 
of them being that the soldiers outraged 
Queen Draga and mutilated the body of 
King Alexander and that those who were 
admitted to the palace yesterday to view 
the remains spat and stamped on them. 

The backbones of. both King Alexander 
and Queen Draga, it is announced, were 
broken in consequence of the violence 
with which the murdered sovereighs were 
thrown from the windows of the palace. 

Colonel Naumovics, who was killed 
while forcing an entrance into the pal- 
ace with dynaniite, is described in the 
Official notice of his death as ‘“‘dying on 
the fleld of honor for his fatherland.” 
It is now confirmed that only Queen 
Draga’s two brothers were killed. Her 
sisters were taken to Panavosa by some 
of the conspirators. 

It is eaid that the massacre lasted three- 
quarters of an hour. The asSailants de- 
clared the killing of King Alexander was 
unavoidable. If the queen alone had beer 
murdered or removed the court clique 
would have incited the king to persecu® 
tion. -A window of the Russian legation 
at Belgrade was shattered by a bullet 
during the fusillade at the palace. — 


Assassin Tells of the Massacre. 

In an interview with Colonel Michias, 
who was one of the leaders of the mili- 
tary party which burst into the palace, 
the colonel is quoted as saying: 

“There was a number of us, Whether 
it was I or another who fired the first 
shot is simply conjecture. The chief 
point for us is that our work was suc- 
cessful. We have rendered the father- 
land a tremendous service and we are 
highly satisfied at ovr success. The 
first shot was from the revolver of Cap- 
tain Ristics, who is a noted marksman. 
Petrovitch was hit in the forehead and 
fell dead instantly.”’ 

In the course of an interview today 
Premier Avakumovics said: “‘We minis- 
ters only accepted office in order to avoid 
the country.falling Into a state of an- 
archy. As soon as a king is elected he 
will have to appoint a definite cabinet. 
The skupschtina can decide the fate of 
the covntry quite independeytly of the 
army, although an agre€ment seems 
probable. In the event of the election. 
of Prince Karageorgeovitch, a deputation 
will go to Geneva, inform him of his 
election and invite him to come to Bel- 
grade. He will be Peter the first. 

“The constitution of 1901 will be the 
basis of the future governmental sys- 
tem. As to the present position of the 
country, calm prevails everywhere. There 
have been no disturbances and the situ- 
ation promises to become better tn the 
future. Those who speak of excitement, 
popular sentiment and predict further 
changes are entirely wrong.” 

Alexander’s Friends Marching. 

Berlin, June 12.—A dispatch to The Lo- 
kal Anzeiger from Budapest says the 
garrison at Nish, where the late King 
Aléxander was most popular, is, according 
to a railroad official who has arrived at. 
Budapest from Belgrade, marching on 
the Servian capital with full war eguip- 
ment and artillery.

CALIFORNIA NAVEL ORANGES. 


How They Were introduced Into the 
State. 


The Los Angeles Herald says: Entire 
ly apart from the question of profit, tae 
cultivation of the orange is doubtless 
the most fascinating of ail horticulturai 
pursuits. Ine harainess and ready re- 
sponse of the tree to good care; its per- 
petual rich green foliage; the exquisite 
iragrance of hts bloom and tne aromatic 
fiavor of the fruit, ail lend an unfailing 
charm. 

‘bhe coming of the orange int» south. 
ern Caiifornia dates almost, if not quite, 
with the coming of the lianciscan mis- 
gionaries, who were practically expelled 
trom the missions in tower California 
more thay 140 years ago. Coming up 
through what is now the olden state, 
they established twenty-one missions, 
scattered from San Diego to the Sacra- 
mento vatley, all but thiee of which mis- 
sions had garaens and orchards. These 
early plantings of orange trees Were as 
much for ernamentation about the mis- 
sions and viilage piazas as for the fruit, 
and for neariy MW years tNe truit pro- 
duced only met the small jocal require- 
ments of the scattered settlements. No 
authenti¢é records are obtainable as to 
the exact quantity of fruit produced in 
those early years, as it was not until the 
secularization of the mission in 18§ that 
any inventories were made. Tnmat of the 
Santa. mission reported 987 fruit 
treea; San Fernando mission 1,600 fruit 
trees; San Gabriel mission 2,333 fruit 
trees, After the secularization of the mis- 
sion even the limited fruit industry of 
those years began to decline, so that Gen- 
eral ont, when visiting California in 
i346, reported: “Little remaing of the 
orchards that were Kept in high cuitiva- 
tion at the missions. Fertile vaileys are 
overgrown with mustard. Vineyards and 
olive. orchafds ate decayed and neg- 
lected.” 

A few of the mission orchards passed 
foto the hands of the early Settlers, who 
turned them to great profit.

The history of this orange in California 
reads like a fairy tale. It has revolu- 
tionized the orange business of the coun- 
try. It has transformed thousagds of 
acres of semi-desert land into soil prob- 
ably as productive and profitable as any 
on the globe. It has brought into exist- 
ence on hitherto arid plains a number 
of towns and cities ranging in population 
from 4,000 to 10,000 each. These settle- 
ments have become most progressive in 
every line. They are the homes of people 
of taste and refinement, demanding ever 
modern convenience and improvement. 
Immense sums of money have been in- 
vested in water systems, trolley lines, 
fine driveways and boulevards, public li- 
braries, schools, churches and everything 
that goes to make the highest type of civ- 
llization. As already st®=.d, many mil- 
lions have already been added to the tax- 
able wealth of the state, all of which 
is due almost entirely to the advent of 
the navel orange into California. eit. is 
Claimed that this orange was. originally 
a freak of nature. Whether this be true 
or not, it is certainly the highest type 
of- the citrus fruit, 

In 1872 William fF, Judson, United 
States consul at Bahia, Brazil, learned 
from the natives that a few trees were 
growing in the swamps on the banks 
of the Amazon some § miles inland, 
bearing oranges ithout seeds. Bein 
himself of a scientific turn of mind, an 
having some knowledge of the orange 
business in Florida, Mr. Judson. believed 
seedless orange trees were well worth 
the experimenting with in Florida. He 
sent a native up the river to cut some 
of the shoots ang bring back some of the 
fruit... .On of them, with vwhich 
he was greatly delighted, he sent six 
of the orange tree shoots..carefully pack- 
ed in wet moss and clay to the agricuj- 
tural department at Washington. The 
shoots di@ not excite as much interest 
in the department as Mr: Judson ‘had 
expected. Two of the six trees died from 
lack of care in the department grounds, 
and the others were almost forgotten 
within a short time. 

In the folldwing year Mrs. Eliza M, 
Tibbett, a native of Maine, was visiting 
in the family of General Benjamin F. 
Butler at Washington, then congressman 
from Massachusetts. Her huspand had 
shortly before moved to California and 
pre-empted some land in what is now 
Riverside, intending to grow semi-tropi- 
cal fruits. Through an introduct from 
General Butler, Mrs. Tibbett ask the 
agricultural department for fruits and 
shrubs suitable for experimental propa- 
gation in southern California. mong 
other things she got from the depart- 
ment the four surviving orange tree 
shoots from Brazil. These reached Mr. 
i gr at Riverside in Decémber, 1873, 


and were immediately p’seft:ed. One of 
the shoots died from neglect; another 
was chewed up by a cow, Five years 
later the two remaining trees came into 
bearing, producing in the winter of 1878-79 
sixteen oranges—the first seedless or- 
anges ever grown in North America. 
Thése specimens were carried about 
southern California and exhibiisd to the 
few fruit growers than interested in or- 
ange growing. The second crop of the 
trees was about a box of oranges of 
better quality than the first. This spread 
the fame of the less orange all over 
southern California, and ranchers from 
far and near traveled to Riverside in 
wagons to see the trees. Some were en- 
thusiastic; Others were doubtful. The 
feeling among fruit growers of that pe- 
riod was, perhaps, well expressed in a 
statement made by ex-Sernutor J. BE. Me- 
Comas, of Potnona. We says: 

“I remember the time I saw some of 
the second crop of Tibbetts’ seediess 
navel oranges, Several of us seehlin 
orange growers went up to Riverside 9 
posely to see what truth there was in 
the statement that Luther Tibbetts had 
trees that gtew oranges without seeds. 
We looked tue two trees ower and over 
and sampled’ the fruit. and wondered 
how it could be. Larger and juicier and 
more pungent fruit we had never known, 
but it all seemed so freaky that no one 
dared to risk several thousand dollars 
and six or seven years in trying to grow 
navel oranges for market. Morover, none 
of us knew how to go at having a grove 
of seedless oranges, because there was 
no seed to start it.”’ 

Sure that there was a fortune in his 
new variety of oranges, Mr. Tibbetts ex- 
perimented for two years in an effort 
to propagate trees from shoots and cut- 
tings from his two seedless trees. These 
attempts were failures.. Finally he hit 
upon the scheme of budding from the 
seédiess navel trees upon the seedling 
trees. These experiments were succeéss- 
ful. So fine was the quality of the fruit 
and so promising the returns that the 
planting of groves of navel orange trees 
budded from these original trees of the 
Tibbetts place hegan in earnest in the 
carly eighties. The demand for buds was

Hundreds of their homes have been 
gwept away and those that remain have 
becn left with a deposit of filth, both 
‘inside and out, of from 1 to 3 feet in 
‘depth. In most instances persons were 
‘able only to save the clothing they wore. 
The household goods and clothing have 
‘heen swept away or destroyed by water 
‘and mud. The autborities will be unable 
to cope with existing con@tions unless 
the outside public shall come to their 
aid. Money and supplies in large amounts 
‘will be needed to prevent extreme suffer- 
ing. All donations from the genera! pub- 
tic ghould be sent to Thomas B. Gilbert, 
mayor of Kansas City, Kans.” 

Mayor Gilbert has sent the following

hat Washington: 

“rhe relief committees invite you to

Has 120 Bales of Staple 


Solumbus ‘Buyer Tries To Secure 
King’s Cotton, but He Is Too 
Busy with Another Crop 
To Bother About 
Selling. 


— ——e 


Columbus, Ga., June 12.—(Special.)— 
There is only one farmer in this whole 
section of Georgia and Alabama who as 
atiy cotton to speak of to sell. He is Wood 
K-ng, of Cusseta, Ga., a prominent farm- 
er of Chattahoochee county, and he has 
something like 125 bales stored away in 
gir. houses and outhouses on his place. 
So far as known, this is the only lot of 
unsold cotton in this territory, with the 
exception of a small lot of 25 bales owned 
by a Russell county farmer, which is be- 
ing held in a Columbus warehouse until 
the price of the staple touches 12 1-2 cents. 
Recently a Columbus cotton buyer went 
down to gee Mr; King at Cusseta to % 
see if he could not buy the cotton. Mr, 
King said that his hands were busy then 
and it would take several days to collect 
and ship the cotton and he preferred not 
to tose the time, It is believed that. by 
helding the cotton until his crop is laid 
by he can get fully one cent more for 
it. Mr, King is not in a hurry to sell his 
ectton as a rule. He kept a lot of several 
hundred bales seven years in a Columbus 
warebouse selling it during the past sea~ 
son at 10 cents. Recently he sold another 
large lot at 11 cents. 

There are only 30 bales of salable col- 
tor in the Columbus warehouses. A wafe- 
houseman said today that he believed a 
lot of nice cotton would command 12 
eents here, as several of the local mills 
are short in their supply of raw material. 
Receipts of the local warehouses this sea- 
son to date have been 61,000 bales, which 
ig several thousand bales more than the 
total receipts last year. This does not 
include compress receipts, which are 
something like’ 100,000 bales. 

- The Worm Will Turn. 

The plumber, groaning under his bur- 
dens, has sought the aid of the law at 
last. This afternoon Attorney Howell 
Hollis, representing the plumbers of the 
city, filed a bill of injunction against the 
city of Columbus. It seems that the city 
is laying a sewer through some private 
property for a number of land owners, the 
work being done under the supervision of 
the superintendent of public works. The 
plymbers therefore lose this work. They 
claffp that the city should confine itself 
to supervision of street work, and that 
when the property line is reached the job 
should be turned over to the plumber. 
Judge Butt granted a temporary restrain- 
ing order. The work in question is a 
sewer between Twelfth and Thirteenth 
streets, between Broad street and First 
avenue.

Free Nitrogen as Fertilizer. 


Berlin Telegram: At the opening of the 
international chemical congress here to- 
day Professor Clarke responded for the 
United States. 

Professor Frank, of Charlottenburz, 
read a paper on the utiliaztion of the free 
nitrogen in the atmosphere for agricui- 
ture. He described the process by which 
he discovered the making of a fertilizer 
from atmospheric nitrogen. The process 
consists of using electrically produced 
carbides for converting nitrogen into 
amide and cyanide combinations, which 
are then used with the raw material cf 
various fertilizing salts. 

Professor Frank calls the finished prod- 
uct calcareous nitrogen. Several scientific 
agriculturists have been experimenting 
with it for two or three years and are 
finidng the fertilizer nearly equal to ni- 
trate of soda and sulphate of ammonia 
as plant food. 

In the discussion which followed the 
reading of Professor Frank’s paper, the 
speakers recognized the importance of the 
discovery, but some raised doubts as tv 
the cost of producing the fertilizer. Pro- 
fessor Frank replied that he had assurcd 


himself on that point.

TO LEE BY JUDGE SPEER 


Continued from First Page. 


as the text, in a sense, for his address. 
Of this action he said: 

“In the capitol at Washington a hall 
has been devoted to the images of our 
illustrious dead. The chamber is wor- 
thy of its consecration. It is the old 
hall of representatives. There stand in 
Storied marble or enduring bronze “the 
mighty whose patriotic imanigation con- 
ceived, or .whose military prowess made 
possible the great republic, whose pres- 
cient statesmanship framed or whose 
valor or eloquence defended its organic 
law, whose inventive genius or whose 
scientific skill enchained the mysterious 
forces of nature to its service, or amelior- 
ated the sufferings of its people. Majes- 
tic monitors to the day, when the night 
has fallen, and the millions slumber, in 
the chamber where once rang the musical 
voice of Clay, the lucid periods of Cal- 
houn and the sweet thunders of Webster, 
in ghostly shadows the silent gathering 
of these immortals stands as if on guard 
in ceaseless vigil for the liberty and hap- 
piness of the people whom they loved so 
well. Each state there may place. the 
sculptor’s conception of two of her illus- 
trious sons. Virginia has now pointed 
to those whose chiseled presentments will 
with equa! splendor illustrate that proud 
commonwealth and forever ee the 
American Valhalla. 

“A mysterious*infiluence seems to im- 
part to certain localities the power to 
produce men who are leaders of their 
race. Such was Athens, ‘the city of the 
violet crown,’ to afford an unfading 
charm to the artist and historian, the 
philosopher and the poet. Such is the 
county of Westmoreiand, in Virginia. 
lying between those historic streams, the 
Rappahannock and the Potomac. Thence 
came many names not born to dle. 
Thence came those whom Virginia from 
her golden roll, counts her noblest and 
her best, the one George Washington, 
and the other the only name in all the 
recorde’i page of time that can be utter- 
ed in the hazardous connection, Robert 
Edward Lee. 

Lee’s Early Life. 


Briefly and eloquently he sketched the 
early life of the great leader, his boy- 
hood, his family surroundings, his youth, 
his career at West Point, his brilliant 


record as an officer in the United States | 


Particularly, his magnificent. 
beautiful character. As illustrative of 
his display of military resourcefulness 
and his heroic courage when under Gen- 
eral’ Winfield Scott, in .Mexico, he re- 
lates that so profound was the impresa- 
sion he made on his veteran commander 
that years afterwards General Scott ex- 
claimed to General’ Preston, of Kentucky: 
‘IT tell you that if 1 were on my deathbed 
tomorrow,’ and the president of the 


army 


‘ United States should tell me that a great 


battle was to be fought for the liberty or 
slavery of the -country;and,ask my judg- 
ment as-to the ability of a commander, 
I would say with. my dying breath, let 
him be Robert E. Lee.” 

‘The time.” continued Judge Speer, 
“seems opportune for the American peo- 
ple to dispassionately inquire whether 
Robert E. Lee ever merited the reproba- 
tion even of the most ardent advocate 
of our ‘perpetual union.’ Loving our re- 
united country with all my heart, count- 
ing the long years I have spent in its 
service as my chiefest honor, I yet con- 
tend that rich as it is in military glory, 
brilliant though the beadroll. of its he- 
roes, it can no longer. afford to question 
the military and personal honor of Lee, 
and his noble compatriots. America with 
al; her acknowledged power cannot fail 
to appropriate that warlike renown which 
gieamed on the bayonets, and blazed in 
the serried volleys of the soldiers of the 
scuth. Nor do her greatest and her best 
longer . question the one or put aside 
the other.”’ 

The Great Crisis. 


Of .absorbing interest was his review 
of General Lee’s grandeur as displayed 
by his final casting his lot with hig na- 
tive state when he saw the dissolution 
of the union, which he loved and be- 
lieved in, was‘at hand. Those who have 
misunderstood or misconstrued his mo- 
tives will find valuable instruction in 
this feature of Judge Speer’s address. 
To Francis P. Blair, who acted as Mr. 
Lincoln’s messenger in offering him the 
command of the union armies,’ General 
Lee exclaimed: ‘“‘Mr, Blair, I look upon 
secession as anarchy. If I owned the 
four million slaves in the south, I would 
be willing to sacrifice them all to the 
union, but how can I draw my sword 
upon -Virginia, my native state.” 

General Lee’ himself in a letter to 
Hon. Reverdy Johnson, dated February 
2%, 1868, giving an account of this inter- 
view with Mr. Blair, states: ‘After lis- 
tening to his remarks, I declined the 
offer he made me, to take command of 
the army that was to be brought into 
the field, stating, as candidly. and as 
courteously as I could, that, though op- 
posed to secession and deprecating war, 
I could take no part in an invasion of the 
southern ctates.’’ 

In this day of intense national feeling, 
it is difficult to appreciate the struggle 
at that itme in a pure and intrepid mind 
like that of Lee, between deyotign to 
the union and love for the state of his 
birth. State love ‘is one of the strongest 
passions in the American character. It 
is as salutary as strong. The indestruc- 
tible state.is as vital to our system as 
the indissoluble union. But whether the 
union was in fact indissoluble was never 
conclusively determined in the minds of 
all our countrymen until Appomattox, 
and said Justice ‘Miller, of the supreme 
court of the United States: “May it be 
long before such an awful lesson is 
again needed to decide upon disputed 
questions of constitutional law.”’ 


Motives Which Decided Him. 


“Why, it has been asked,’’ Judge Speer 
continued, ‘‘did Lee draw his sword in 
maintenance of secession, which he de- 
clared revolution, which he pronounces 
anarchy, and which he foresaw and de- 
clared ‘would inflict untold calamities 
upon the people, which only the mercy 
of God could avert? The reply is that he 
did no such thing. His purpose is de- 
clared in the letter to his son already 
quoted, ‘If the union ‘is’ dissolyed and 
the government disrupted, I shall re- 
turn. to ‘my. native state and’ share the 
miseries of *my peopie, and.save in de- 
fense -will draw my. sword on none.”’ 

Te him, what he had declared the revo- 
lution of secession had come. ~He was 
convinced that the union was in fact 
dissolved and the government in fact 
aisrupted. He was dealing with no 
theory, but with an appalling fact. It 
ia not. necessary to the: vindication of 
Lee, to argue as some have done that 


-he led. Said Von Moltke: 


secession was a constitutional] remedy, 
nor that it was thus taught at West 
Point. If so, this made no impression 
upon him. We have seen that he did 
not believe it. Nor is it necessary to 
disprove the right of the government 
to coerce a seceding state. He had as 
little bellef in that as in secession. But 
this much js plain, he did believe that 
the secession of the southern states ex 
proprio vigore did in fact disrupt and 
dissolve the union: that by revolution 
already accomplished, the union of the 
fathers had already ceased to exist and 
henceforward that his allegiance was due 
to fhe state of his birth.” 

He quoted from a letter of General Lee 
to his sister, Mrs. “Marshall, written 
April 20, 1861, in which he said: 

“We are now in a state of war which 
will yield to nothing. The whole south 
is in a state of revolution, into which 
Virginia, after a long struggle, has been 
Grawn, and though I.recognize no neces- 
therefore, resigned my commission in the 
sity for this state of things, and would 
have foreborne and pleaded to the end for 
redress of grievances, real or supposed, 
yet in my own person I had to meet the 
question whether [f should take part 
against my own native state. With all 
my devotion to the union. and the feel- 
ing of loyalty and duty of an American 
citizen, I have not been able to make up 
my mind to raise my hand against my 
relatives, my children, my home. I have. 
army and save in defénse of my native 
state—with the sincere hope that my 
poor services may never be needed—I 
hope I may never be called upon to draw 
my sword.”’ 
in 1868, he declared: ‘I could have taken 
no other course without dishonor; and if 
all were to be done over again; I should 
act precisely in the same manner.” 


Wo Propagandist of Revolution. 


“He was no propagandist of revolu- 
tion.’’ continued Judge Speer. ‘‘He reiter- 
ated his regret at the bitterness in the 
public discussion of the day. He had no 
censure for southern men who like Thom- 
as, Drayton and Farragut, adhered to the 
union. Nor is there a syllable of evidence 
that he attempted to withdraw from the 
union cause any one Of the multitude of 
skillful officers who were inevitably with- 
in the scope of his personal influence. 
As we have seen, the chief command was 
offered him. No greater temptation or’ 
greater opportunity was ever offered a 
man of his matchless military genius. 
Despite all of this, with tender affection 
for his commander and comrades in arms, 
he resigned his commission itn that ser- 
vice of which he had been the most bril- 
liant ornament, and two days later was 
welcomed by the president of the Vir- 
ginia convention to the command of an 
army which had no existence, and to a 
military system which he was to créate.” 

Judge Speer followed with a brilliant re- 
view of General Lee's military achieve- 
ments, showing him in the hour of his 
victory and of the close. 


The Closing Days. 


Of the last stand, he drew this pic- 
ture: 

“Their lines stretch from below Rich- 
mond on the south side of the James to 
Hatcher's Run far to the south of Peters- 
burg. In front of them is a countless 
host. In many’ places the federal and 
confederate lines are not qa dozen yards 
apart. Finally. with 33,000 men, Lee is 
holding 40 miles of trenches and every 
night his men unroll their thin blankets 
and unloose their shoe strings with the 
deep forebodings of what the morrow may 
bring. Men and officers know that the 
end is at hand, but their courage never 
falters, and when at the last the powerful 
army of Sheridan is detached to assail his 
right flank and Lee is compelled to with- 
draw the infantry from his line to meet 
this movement, in the absence of de- 
fenders, Grant, as ‘f on parade, marches 
over the confederate lines. Richmond 
falls, and after a brief interval of desper- 
ate heroic unavailing strife, the army of 
Northern Virginia is annihilated. The 
fearless remnant of his worn and wasted 
veterans, surrounded by ten times their 
number, without a word of unkindness 
from their brave foemen, whom they had 
so often def€ated, so long held at bay, 
with all the honors of war, surrendered 
their baittle-riven standards, 

“Then came that ever-to-be remembered 
scene when his wasted veterans gather 
at the side of their general, press his 
hand, touch his clothing and caress his 
horse. In simple words he said: 

*‘Men, we have fought through the war 
together. I have done my best for you. 
My heart is too full to say more.” 

And then the last message to the army 
of Northern Virginia, read through tears 
which wash the grime cf battle from 
the veterans’ face; not tears of anger or 
humiliation, but tears of smypathy for 
him, of exultation and pride for the mar- 
tial honor to the humblest private, his 
leadership has won, honor preserved to 
them with arms in their hands, by the 
terms of the surrender; the proudest heri- 
tage to the latest times of the sons of 
that hero strain. 


Heritage of Valor and Potency. 


“Aye, more, a heritage of valor and po- 
tency at the command of our reunited 
land. which the powers of earth will do 
well to regard in all the contingencies 
dangerous to our welfare the future may 
have in store. Nor should that land be, 
nor is it unmindful of the world’s esti- 
mate of Robert Edward Lee, and the men 
‘He was the 
full equal of Wellington, the conqueror 
of Napoleon.’ 

‘Said Theodore Roosevelt: ‘He will un- 
doubtedly rank: as without any excep- 
tion the very greatest of all the great 
captains that the English-speaking peo- 
ples have brought forth.’ Said Stonewall 
Jackson: ‘General Lee is the only man 
I would be willing toefollow blindfold.’ 
Said Winfield Scott: ‘He was the very 
best soldier that I ever saw on the field.’ 

“And on that sad autumnal day so 
many years ago, yet So near to us who 
wore the gray, as standing with wife and 
loved ones to invoke on his frugal table 
the blessings of the Master he loved and 
gerved, he sank to rise no more. Qh, 
what then did foe and friend say of the 
white Soul of Lee? Said one great ex- 
ponent of northern thought even in that 
hour of little abated fury: ‘Judged by 
his motives the career of Robert E. Lee 
must command the deliberate admiration 
even of those who most earnestly con- 
demn the course upon which he decided 
in the most solemn and imperative crisis 
of his life.’ . Said another: “Robert Ed- 
ward Lee was an American, and the great 
nation which gave him : ahh’ would be

Side of Saluda Mountain 
Tumbles Into Cut 


All Traffic Will Be Blocked Between 
Asheville and Spartanburg for 
at Least Seven Days—New 
Landslide May Cause 
Further Delay. 


Asheville, N. C., June 12.—The side of a 
mountain caved tn on the Southern tracks 
between Spartanburg and Asheville, at 
noon today. Thousands of tons of. rock 
and dirt plunged downward, completely 
filling one of the largest raflroad cuts in 
the mountains of western North Cagro- 
‘ina, and effectually shutting off all traf- 
fic from the south. 

The landslide occurred near Tryon, N. 
C., just at the foot of Saluda mountain. 
The road had just succeded in resuming 
operation of trains, which were blocked 
by washouts in Spartanburg county last 
week, yesterday being the first day that 
regular schedules were in effect. 

The present disaster will cause annull- 
ment of all trains on this road for at least 
seven days, as authdrities say That it will 
be impossible to clear the track before.

Two Thousand Waiters and 
Cooks Leave Chicago 
Hostelries. 


Chicago, June 12.—Union men in twelve 
of the largest hotels struck early today. 
Approximately 2,000 men, chiefly waiters 
are out. 
hotelg are the principal sufferers from 
the latest developments,. the down-town 
hotels not being affected up to a late 
hour. The Sherman house, however, suf- 
fered, 350 men walking out, tleing up 
the dining room and bar service. Among 
the other prominent’ establishments, 
most of which will make an effort to 
continue the service with the aid of their 
guests, are: The Windemere, Hyde Park, 
Chicago Beach, Holland, Metropole, Del 
Prado, Vendome, Kenwood and Lakota. 
‘In several instances the chambermaids 
and bell boys joined the ranks of the 
strikers. Committees visited the Audito- 
riym Annex, the Grand Pacific, Palmer, 
Victoria and Stratford and Wellington 
hotels, and upon refusal of the proprie- 
tors to accept their Nerms strikes were 
at once called. It is estimated that 1,190 
walked out in the seven hotels. Shortly 
after 1 o'clock the employees of the 
Kaiserhoff hotel went out. The manage- 
ment at once distributed lunch boxes 
among the restaurant patrons with the 
Statement that the tables during the 
Strfke would be at their disposal free of 


charge on whch to spread lunches 
brought from home.

A few days since, in speaking of 
The Constitution’s plan to publish the 
first volume of Watson's history of the 
United States, comprising “The Life 
and Times of Thomas Jefferson,” we 
mentioned the manifest need of such 
a work as would afford the fullest 
knowledge of Jefferson and his char- 
acter as revealed by his career. We 
also spoke of the influence of his spirit 
that still operates upon the lives of 
those who believe in his political gos- 
pel. 

The Milwaukee News having said 
that while the south desired the Man- 
churian cotton market, yet it could 
not be depended upon to back up any 
aggressive action of the administra- 
tion to retain that market, we answer- 
ed emphatically that the south wonld 
do whatever the nation needed should 
be done to save its honor or defend its 
rights. We cited the attitudes of the 
south in the Venezuelan and Cuban 
embroglios. We might also have cited 
the south’s ready approval of what 
Was done to rescue our legation and 
punish the Boxers in China for violat- 
ing the persons and privileges of our 
fellow-citizens. 

The question of what can be expect-

Perhaps it is just a habit, but more 
likely it is pure ignorance, that leads 
many northern writers to make state- 


the south. Generally such things are 
written by persons who have never 
read a substantial history of southern 
life and, with reference to the slave 
era, know no more of the truth than 
is visible in the performances of 
“Uncle Tom” companies in northern 
theaters. : 

The latest instance that comes to 
us is in the editorial columns of that 
usually well-informed newspaper, The 
Chicago Chronicle. Referring to the 
recent burning of a negro murderer 
at Belleville, in its own state, The 
Chronicle says: 

In states where for generations the ne- 
gro was a mere chattel over whom the 
master exercised the power of life or 
death and who had no right of trial by 
jury or of any appeal to law there is 
something, even though it fs very little, 
to be said in extenuation of the crime of 
lynching. 

The Constitution would like, in the 
interest of the truth of history and for 
the information of its readers, to know 
which are the states where “the negro 
was a mere chattel over whom the 
master exercised the power of life and 
death?” 

That charge has often been made 
against the slave-holding states. and 
their peoples, but we wish here and 


malicious. No such power was ever 
legally held by any slave master in 
the south to our knowledge. 

We do know that Georgia was the 
first of the colonies to prohibit slavery, 
and when the system had teen ex- 
tended to us by the northern colonies 
that could not make profit of their 
slaves, humane laws were made to pro- 
tect the human rights and interests of 
fhis new chattel population. 

In the constitution of the uew state, 
adopted in 1798, it was provided, in 
article 4, section 12, as follows: 

Any person who shail maliciously dis- 
memiber or deprive a slave of life, shall 
suffer such punishment as would be in- 
flicted in case the like offense had been 
committed on a free white person, and 
on the like proof. 

Afterwards we find in Cobb’s Digest 
of the statutes of Georgia in force up 
to 1851, the date of his work, and sub- 
sequently up to the end of the civil 
war, the following statute: 

Section XII. Any owner or employer of 
a slave or slaves who shall cruelly treat 
such slave or slaves by unnecessary or 
excessive whipping, by withholding 
proper food and sustenance, by requiring 
greater labor from such slave or slaves 
than he, she or they are able to perform, 
or by not affording proper clothing, 
whereby the health of such slave or 
slaves may be injured and impaired, or 
cause or permit the same to be done, 
every such owner or employer shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on convic- 
tion shall be punished by fine or impris- 
onment in the common jail of the coun- 


ty, or both ,at the discretion of the court. 

And again, on page 981, we find the 
statute which was enacted in 1809 and 
continued until the close of the civil 
war, imposing a fine of ten shillings 
On any slave owner for every slave 
“employed on the Lord’s day, common- 
ly called Sunday, in any worx or labor, 
work of absolute necessity and the 
necessary occasions of the family only 
excepted!” Yet the charge is yet 
mouthed all over the north that the 
slave had no Sunday rest and was de- 
nied the rights of religion and wor- 
ship! 

It is doubtful if all such misrepre- 
sentations will ever be caught up with 
and choked to death. It has become a

The President’s Running Mate. 

Being self-assured that they are go 
ing to elect Mr. Roosevelt president 
next year, the republicans are now 
beating the bushes to find a fit run- 
ning mate for him. But can they do 
that? Whom have they got that would 
not with Roosevelt make a dachshund 
ticket—a long reach from the head to 
the tail? 

Some of the mind readers of the par- 
ty say that the president prefers gov- 
ernor Taft, of the Philippines. Think 
of that! The presidential candidate 
from New York and the vice presi- 
dential candidate in a palace ten thou- 
sand miles away. Besides, what is to 
become of ail those statements that 
Taft resigned a life job to go to the 
Philippines, with the promise of anoth- 
er life tenure in a seat on the supreme 
court bench? It strikes us that it 
would be making too many and heavy | 
drafts on the self-sacrificing patriot- 
ism of Governor Taft to ask him to tail- 
off the ticket of 1904. 

For one, we . not believe he will 
permit it, because Ohio is not a doubt- 
ful state, unless the sincerity of Mark 
Hanna is doubted by the administra- 
tion, and as to that—perish the 
thought! The nomination of Taft 
would also bring the whole Philippines 
question again to the fore and there 
are yet thorns enough on that problem 
to make it a troublesome bedfelHlow 
during a campaign. 

Next, we are told that the president 
would like the ornate and oratorical 
poseur from Indiana, Senator Bev- 
eridge, as his runner-up. But that 
seems incredible in view of the fact 
that “beautiful Bev” has not been that 
distinguished success in the seats of 
the mighty that was so freely predict- 
ed for him. He would look lovely on 
a campaign banner, or button, but 
when it comes to piping the hoi polloi 
into the procession he would have less 


Twopubaiiie than John A. Logan and 
less magnetism than Whitelaw Reid. 


Young as he is, it is plainly being ac- 
cepted by practical men that Bev- 
eridge is already in the “has been” 
class. 

It may be, however, that the presi- 
dent is shrewdly permitting all this 
jollying of various persons. He has a 
pretty fixed idea‘that himself will be 
the whole thing when the campaign 
gets to the nominating point and ex- 
pects to not only ¢etermire the plat- 
form on which he will stand, but who 
Shall stand with him-on it. That is 
the Roosevelt way and is not.likely to 
be abandoned. Since he feels. so safe 
in his own ability to carry the country 
he must also fee] safe in his ability to 
select and elect his own favorite for 
his running mate. 


Naming the Coast Batteries. 

We are not quite satisfied that The 
Charleston News and Courier, backed 
up by The Washington Post, is right in 
protesting that seacoast batteries in 
the south should be named after he- 
roes of northern birth who died on 
fields of national honor. The News 
and Courier vw*uld have the South Car- 
Olina batteries. for instance, named 
after South Carolinans who died in 
the nation’s service. 

In that event, it is plainly to be 
seen, all our coast batteries would 
bear names drawn from the hero rolls 
of coast and gulf states, and what then 
would become of honors due to those 
of interior states who died in equally 
valorous service on land or sea? 

But the prime reason for our thinking 
differently from our contemporaries is 
that we believe it will help the study 
of history and aid the spirit of national 
amity for northern coast batteries to 
bear the names of southern heroes and 
southern batteries to be called after 
northern men of glorious deeds. Each 
section will profit by asking “who is 
this man” that the nearest battery is 
named to honor? Then the north will 
know that there are southern men who 
have done valorous deeds for the na- 
tion and the south will find larger and 
more generous words in which to 
praise the men of the north and west 
whose lives were given for the whole, 
and not a divided, nation.

Sidewalk Ordinance Affect- 
ing Whitehall Street Is 
Now Pending. 


An ordinance which condemns ail side- 
walks on Whitehall street, between Trin- 
ity avenue and Whitehall street viaduct, 
and which provides for the laying in 
their stead of either hexagon blocks or 
cement walks is now pending before coun- 
cil’s street committee, of which Alderman 
W. M. Terry is chairman, and it ap rs 
that there fs a strong chance for a fa- 
vorable recommendatign upon the meas- 
ure. 

The ordinance was not acted upon dur- 
ing the session Sf yesterday afternoon 
for the reason that several of the mem- 
bers thought it best fo hold it up for 
several weeks, principally because such a 
course will permit property owners to be 
heard. 

The ordinance was, therefore, laid upon’ 
the table until the next meeting of the 
committee, which will be held three weeks 
from yesterday. It is probable that at 
that time property owners along the 
thoroughfare wij] be before the commit- 
tee and will give some expression of 
opinion regarding their desires, 

The reason for the existence of the 
measure appears to be that the present 
Whitehall street sidewalk is believed to 
be dangerous’ in some places, while some 
members of the committee state that it 
is entirely too unsightly to be allowed to 
remain on one of the principal retail 
streets of the city. 

The measure which requires the laying 
of new sidewalks is entirely tn line with 
the past action of the committee, which 


has endeavored to secure uniform side- { 


walks for all streets upon which smooth 
paving has been laid.

Dr. Kennedy and Dr: Harris are of the 
opinion that nearly all of the mosquitoes 
that operate in Atlanta are hatched and 
bred in the manholes of the sewers. With 
a liberal sprinkling of oil in these man- 
holes about once every week during: the 
summer it is believed nearly all the mos- 
quitoés can be killed, 

After heuring these statements, the 
yoard Gecided to authorize Dr. Harris and 
Dr. Kennedy to make the fiecessary pur- 
chases and exterminate the pests.

DECISION IN THE BOND CASE. 


Judge Clark Says Validity Depends 
on Number of Fraudulent Votes. 

Nashville, Tenn., June 12.—(Special.)— 
United States District Judge C. D. Clark 
today filed an opinion in the case of 
McLanahan v. the Tennessee Central 
railroag and others in which it was 
sought to enjoin the city of Nashville 
from issuing one million dollars bonds 
subscribed to the capital stock of the 
railroad. , 

Judge Clark practically decides all the 
points in the case except one. He grants 
a temporary injunction and says in con- 
cluding: — . 

“It will be observed that the general 
result of this ruling is that the case is 
now left in its last analysis to turn on 
the question of fact whether or not a 
sufficient number of Illegal votes were 
cast in the election which authorized 
this subscription to have changed the 
result if those votes had been rejected.” 

The clerk of the court is appointed 
to take evidenceeas to illegal votes.

Cothran & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, June 12.—The cotton market 
has reached the point of acute demoral- 
ization. That is to say, the small amount 
of cotton available for spinning purposes 
is controlled by so few individuals that 
the marking up or the marking down 
of quotations seems to be the result of 
personal whims. It cannot be a sub- 
ject open to discussion that cotton prices 
are moving in a legitimate and natural 
fashion. This week the short interest, 
which ‘has been very menacing to the 
market for some time, has been greatly 
reduced. To that extent the position 
is improved. On the gne hahd it would 
seem as though the New Orleans bulls 
had reaped ample profits from their deal 
to satisfy their ambition, and that such 
being the case, they would be content 
to let the market follow its own lead. 
Yet there are some who believe that a 
control of the spot cotton of the coun- 
try is aimed at by the New Orleans peo- 
ple that would place them in a position 
to drive in every short seller from July 
to September. ing to the supply of 
cotton in the two grincipal markets of 
America, and knowing the unfortunate 
position of many of the foreign spinners, 
they would be able to clear up their hold- 
ings of actual stuff at a big price and in 
addition would squeeze shorts in August 
and September and great would be their 
reward. The idea is certainly such as to 
fire the ambition and imagination of 
any one thirsting for fame, though cot- 
ton has beeg sold to the shorts this week 
to enable them to terminate the deal 
at any time now. Knowing the danger 
before the market when a few individuals 
control the situation, traders in cotton 
this summer must exert unusual caution 
in attempting to reap profits from 
transactions. As far as our attitude on 
the market goes, we do not believe it 
advisable at present to sell cotton short. 
no matter what the price may be. Many

New Orleans, June 12.—Secretary Hes- 
ter’s statement of the world’s visible sup- 
ply of cotton, made up from special cable 
and telegraphic advices, compares the 
figures of this week with last week, last 
year and the year before. 

Nhe total visible is 2,470,880, against 
645,121 last week, 2,763,949 last year 
3.013.984 year before last. 

It shows a decrease for the week just 
closed of 174,241 bales, against a decrease 
of 141.082 last year and a decrease of 
103.862 the year before last. 

Of this. the total of American cotton is 
1.3€1,880. against 1,486,121 last week, 7,809,- 
949 last vear and 1,924,984 year before last, 
and of all other kinds, including Egypt, 
Brazil. India. etc., 1,109,000, against 1,159,000 
last week, 954.000 last year and 1,089,000 
year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton. as above, shows a decrease compared 
with last week of 174.241 bales, a decrease 
compared with last year of 293,069 and, 
a decrease compared with year before last 
of 543,104. 

Of the world’s visible supply of cotton,
